Antioch is blessed with a bounti- 
ful supply of good water as other 
villages in Lake County suffer from 
the drought. 

While Round Lake has banned 
sprinkling and car washing in the 
daytime and Deerfield is demanding 
more water than the Highland Park 
station can supply, this village is 
well supplied by excellent water. 

Farmers are quite fearful that un- 
less there is a good rain within the 
next week . their crops will suffer 
severely. Only a trace of rain fell 
Tuesday evening, whereas a good 
"soaker" was needed. 

The ground is too dry for" corn to 
grow and where it has appeared 
above the ground it is of poor color. 
The same is true for soybeans. There 
will be but little hay until better 
stands are given to alfalfa, clover 
and other legumes. 

Pastures are suffering and dairy- 
men are hoping for relief in that 
respect. 

While there was plenty of mois- 
ture early in the year, and oats 
got a good start, the roots are not 
deep and now that the ground has 
become dry, the roots are not deep 
enough to obtain needed moisture. 

The dry weather has increased the 
danger of grass fires.

The ground is too dry for corn to 
grow and where it has appeared 
above the ground it is of poor color. 
The same is true for soybeans. There 
will be but little hay until better 
stands are given to alfalfa, clover 
and other legumes. 

Pastures are suffering and dairy- 
men are hoping for relief in that 
respect. 

While there was plenty of mois- 
ture early in the year, and oats 
got a good start, the roots are not 
deep and now that the ground has 
become dry, the roots are not deep 
enough to obtain needed moisture. 

The dry weather has increased the 
danger of grass fires.

It is heartening to Report that there hag been a 
vast amount of protest over a ruling of the Internal 
Revenue Service concerning- certain institutional ad-i 
vertlsing placed by the taxpaying electric utility com-; 
panics % of fthe country/ This advertising, in general, 
has presented the private enterprise side of the power 
question as against the socialized power side, v Arid 
the IRS said it could not be regarded as a legitimate 
business expense in making tax returns. 

A typical view is found in a resolution passed by 

the Southern Newspaper Publishers Association: ".>v 

-r- v such. a ruling . . . is, a threat to freedom of speech, free-i 

dom of the ^ress; and freedom to communicate, and 

vthis ruling infringes upon the constitutional riglftf of 

independent power companies, ■ other businesses and 

^individualsrand-is-a violation of Jhe i fundamental prin- 

ciples upon which this country was founded and which 

•have made it flourish under economic, political and 

social freedom" 

Editor Jack W. Gore of the Ft. Lauderdale Daily 
• News, reprinted that statement and added: "If the pri- 
vate power companies can be penalized in this fashion 
then any private industry, including the press, can be 
- throttled in much the same way. In other words, the 
federal government can propagandize the people all it 
wants to and even use our own money against us to 
accomplish its ends. But free enterprise, threatened 
by government encroachment into its field of business 
endeavor, can't take its case to the people and treat 
the cost as a legitimate business expense." 

If taxation can be used as a weapon to prevent 
the airing of the views, of any business or group, we 
can write freedom off as a dead duck in this country.

The Meet Situation 

Meat has been in comparatively short supply and, 
consequently, prices have risen. Growers are building 
up their herds and so are marketing fewer animals. 

This matter prompted an interesting editorial 
observation in the Portland Orcgonian. It pointed out 
that Department of Agriculture experts are afraid that 
meat producers may expand their breeding stocks too 
rapidly, and thus bring on a meat oversupply accom- 
panied by plu mmetin g prices about two years from 
now. Then the Oregonian said: "Ttye ideal would be 
for producers to send just enough animals to market 
ta maintain fair prices but not to boost them to the j 
point where consumers will rebel. . . . But stringent i 
controls would be necessary to achieve such a situation, | 
and this no one desires. Government controls and 
price supports have complicated other phases of agri- 
culture. 



Cattle growers have got along without them 
and so they should continue, even. though steaks are 
high now and may be cheap two years from now."

We're Lucky 

Research and experiment have produced a great 
new body of knowledge concerning the production of 
electricity from nuclear sources. But we have still a 
long and difficult way to go before the problems are 
surmounted. - ! ' 

This, in essence, highlights a report made by an 
appraisal committee set up by the country 's in vestor- 
owned utility companies. It points out, for instance, 
that the k nown World reserves of uranium /available 
at present prices amount to about 1 million tons. The 
chances of developing an additional equal amount are 
considered favorable. The report then says: "At pres- 
ent rates of power consumption with thermal reactors 
this 1 would provide all of the world's electricity for a 
period- of j only .twenty years." Hence; the emphasis 
now. is on breeder-type reactors, .which produce .addi- 
tional nuclear fuels while operating. ; < ' ! 

. Our commercial power, it is clear, is going to come 
from con ventional sourcesjtor a long, long time. And 
wefare lucky in those sources. ^We have enough 
known reserves of coal, fpr instance, to last for a thous- 
and years or more — and we have a coal industry which 
can be trusted to make the best use of that huge sup- 
ply. Coal is an extremely economical fuel; Modern 
coal-burning plants can produceelectriclty^for , about 
8 mills, a kilowatt hour, . By contrast, the eosx^at-a' 
nuclear plant which recently went, into operation is 
84.4 mills as much. , • 

We're lucky in still another way. The fact that 
we have unlimited supplies of low-cost, high-quality 
coal makes a wasteful crash program of nuclear de- 
velopment unnecessary here. *

The Chains Are Confident 

Most operators of this nation's chain .stores con- 
sider the current recession little more than a tem- 
porary obstacle to their expansion and sales goals — and 
many expect that an upturn will soon put them to 
equal or surpass last year's sales. That happy obser- 
vation is made by Chain Store Age, after surveying 
some four-dozen chains, representing virtually all 
fields of retailing. 

As an example, of this optimism, the majority of 
companies reported that conditions had caused no cur- 
tailment of previously laid plans to build new stores 
and to modernize and improve others. Only one chain 
has abandoned its improvement program completely. 
In addition, advertising and sales promotion campaigns 
are not being curtailed, although, naturally enough, all 
techniques, tools and tactics are being scrutinized to 
see that <. the advertising dollar does the most effective 
job possible. Many of the systems are spending more 
on promotion activities to reach the consumer with 
money to spend. • 

An important development from the consumer 
point of view is that, due to greater consumer resis- 
tance, many chains are looking for better buys in 
merchandise. The goal is to offer prospective buyers 
the best possible deal. 

All of this certainly comes under the heading of 
good news. The volume of retail trade is an enor- 
mously important factor in deciding just how good or 
bad economic conditions in general'are. We'll all hope 
that the chains' confidence proves to be fully justified.

Why A Tax Cut Must Not 
Be Further Postponed 



Assembly of Fire Fighting Equipment at County Convention 



In a speech delivered on the floor 
of the Senate recently, Senator Paul 
H. Douglas (D., 111.) said that the 
present recession "... Is deeper and 
more serious than either of the other 
two post-war recessions" and that 
". . ■ . less has been done by the 
* Administration to stop it or to try 
to turn it around than was done in 
either of the other two recessions." 
In his speech, Douglas called for an 
immediate tax cut of $6 billion in 
personal income and excise taxes. 

The Economic Situation 
- The Illinois Senator cited the "big 
drop in the Index of Industrial 
Production, the great rise in unem- 
ployment," which the Administra- 
tion has minimized, and "the large 
fall in business plans for new plant 
and equipment," as proof of the ser- 
iousness of the recession. He said 
that, "The time to 'wait and see* has 
ended." 

Senator Douglas said that the 
Federal Government should follow 
"counter-cyclical policies and that, 
"For the Federal Government to 
tighten its belt now," as some have 
advocated, "at the same time that 
private business and individuals are 
contracting would bring economic 
disaster." 

Tax Cut Best Way to Act 

Senator Douglas said that apart 
from increasing unemployment 
benefits, the "quickest and most ef- 
fective way to act is by the right 
kind of a tax cut." The Illinois 
senator pointed out that such a cut 
would not only "stimulate demand 
and purchasing power," but that the 
cut in excise taxes woUld result in 
•- reduced prices. 

Douglas said that a $6 billion tax 
cut- which went to low and middle 
income groups who would spend it, 
". . . would have a much greater 
effect than a mere $6 billion stimu- 
lus to the economy" and "should 
result in an eventual increase in 
our Gross National Product of about 
$18 billion." The senator said that 
as local, state and federal govern- 
ments collect about one-fourth of the 
amount of our gross national pro- 
duct in taxes, the actual cost of a $0 
billion cut would be a net revenue 
loss of only about $1.5 billion.

Public Service Company's North- 
ern Division, which has its head- 
quarters at Northbrook, last year 
established new records fn volume 
of electricity sold and number of its 
customers, Harold W. Otto, Division 
vice-president, said today in a re- 
port of the division's 1057 activities. 

Northern Division's 1957 sales 
reached a peak of 1,887,000,000 kilo- 
watt-hours, an increase of 13.3 per 
cent over 1056. These sales were 
larger than those of many sizeable 
electric companies. For example, | 
the total was more than the volume 
done by San Diego Gas and Elec-

"All three major classifications — 
residential, commercial and indus- 
trial — showed increases," Mr. Otto 
said. 

"During 1957 the number of resi- 
dential customers in Northern Divi- 
sion rose 7.1 per cent, increasing 
from 196,000 to 210,000.

ROCKFORD— The motorist, gen- 
erally is doing a hotter job than he 
is being given credit for, a Motor 
Club official said today. 

Gordon Lindquist, assistant direc- 
tor of the club's Safety and Traffic 
Engineering department, told the 
Rockford Kiwanis Club: 

"Our greatest hope for a de- 
crease in the number of traffic fa- 
talities will come through the com- 
plete understanding and co-opera- 
tion of the driver, not through crack- 
down police techniques." 
, Lindquist explained that every- 
one agrees the "solid support of the 
. driving public is needed to stave 
off further increases in our accident 
toll. However, the difference of 
opinion lies in how to get this sup- 
port." 

"Some traffic experts," he said, 
"are of the opinion that the real 
salvation in accident reduction will 
come through more enforcement, 
more police, and crackdown tech- 
niques of rudely awaken the 
public to the horrors of traffic acci- 
dents and what a poor job the motor- 
ist is doing." 

"In 1956.' with 64»£ million vehi- 
cles crowding our inadequate high- 
way system, the motorists of this 
country had a mileage death rate of 
0.4 fatalities for every 100 million 
vehicle miles traveled. In 1940, the 
death rate was 9.8; in 1930, 1G4; in 
1921, with but 19 million vehicles 
in uie, the death rate was four 
times as great as 1950 — 25.3 per 
100 million vehicle miles." 

Lindquist said research into 
causes of traffic accidents offers the 
greatest hope for accident reduction. 
He noted there were several re- 
search projee tap under way through- 
out the nation, the results of which 
will provide a sound basis for bet- 
ter programs dealing with educa- 
tion, engineering, and enforcement, 
and added: 

"We must gain the confidence of 
the average driver and make him a 
partner in the safety program. He 
should not be condemned as a law- 
less individual or a-^econd-ratc citi- 
zen because he is. a driver of an 
automobile." 

Lindquist said with many millions 
of new drivers anticipated in the 
future, "we will need to modernize 
not only our highways and our au- 
tomobiles, but also oar traffic laws, 
our police departments, and our 
educational methods. Only by ap- 
plying these modern techniques, 
along with the cooperation of the 
average motorist, cart we confidently 
expect to reduce the accident rate 
even more."

When a city's police department 
goes to the dogs and' the taxpayers 
applaud, that's news, the Taxpayers* 
Federation of Illinois said today. 
But that is what happened in Balti- 
more as a result of the organization 
of a police K-9 corps. This experi- 
ment, as reported in the New York 
State Taxpayer, has improved law- 
enforcement and at the same time 
reduced the number of patrolmen 
needed to maintain order in certain 
areas of the city. 

The "gone to the dogs" idea be- 
gan in December, 1956, when two 
German shepherd dogs were given 



to the police department and were 
trained by a Marine W-9 corps vet- 
eran for police work. On a volun- 
tary basis, policemen were selected 
to work with the dogs, and soon a 
program that has met with success 
was under way. At the end of six 
months the dogs were credited with 
reducing Baltimore's crime rate by 
21 per cent. 

An official Police Dog Bureau 
was established by the City's Board 
of Estimates last April and man-dog 
teams were assigned to areas which 
needed close policing. 

Results have been rewarding. 
From December, 1956 to October, 
1957, the dogs participated in 175 
arrests and made numerous police

assists. Police officers report 
fugitives give up the idea of taking 
to foot at the .sight of a police dog, 
Police Commissioner James Hepbron 
reports that two police officers with 
dogs now can keep order where 8 
or .10 previously were assigned. 

Many of the patrolmen in the dog 
division never owned dogs before, 
but they value "man's best friend." 
In fact one officer reported: "I 
wouldnSt be without my partner for 
anything. I go places I'd never go 
before." 

The dogs are not trained to kill 
or injure. Their job is to corner 
the suspect and hold him until an 
officer arrives to take charge. How- 
ever, if one of the dogs is attacked, 
he'll fight back. These' dogs use 
another instinct common to their 
breed, their keen noses, to track 
down suspects. 

Across the ocean, police dogs be- 
came an integral part of the Lon- 
don, England police department 
after World War II, and today this 
city is using about 250 Alsatians 
and Labradors. They have practi- 
cally eliminated purse snatching and 
have cut down on the number of 
officers needed to .patrol warehouses 
and docks. 

Again the dog and his master 
work together to the joyous acclaim 
of the taxpayer.
